said, Mr. Chief Justice, I am charged by
the Managers to submit tho replication of
the House of Representatives, to the an-
swer of the respondent, W. W. Holden,
Governor of North Carolina, to the articles
of Impeacbmont preferred against him by

the House of Represenfatives, and ask
that it be read by the Clerk of the Court.

The Clerk read tho following:
"Replication by tho Houso of Repre-

sentatives of tho State of North Carolina,
to the answer of William W. Holden, Gov-
ernor of tho State of North Carolina, to
tho articles of Impeachment exhibited
against him by the Houso of Bcprescnta-tive- s.

The House of Representative of the
State of N-,rt- h Carolina havo considered
the several answers ot William W. Hol-
den, Governor of North Carolina, to the
several articles of impeachment against
him by them exhibited in tho name of
themselves and all the people of said State,
and reserving to themselves all advantage
of exception to the insufficiency and ir-
relevancy of his auswer to each and all of
the f everal articles of Impeachment ex-
hibited against tbo eaid William. W. Hol-
den, Governor of said State, do deny each
and every averment in said several answers
or in either of them, which denies or tra-
verses the acta, iutents, crimes, misde
meanors, offences or misconduct charged i f

against the said William W. Holden m
said articles of Impeachment or either of
them; and for replication to said answer
do say that the said William W. Holden,
Governor of said State is guilty of the
high crimes, misdemeanors and offences
mentioned in said artioles, and that the
House of Representatives are ready to
prove the same."

Mr. Graham submitted an order, which
was adopted, that the Replication be re
ceived and filed, ud that an authentica-
ted copy be furnished to Respondent aud
Counsel.

Mr. Sparrow announced ou the part of
the Managers that the Board would ba
prepared to proceed with the trial on Mon-
day next.

Mr. Lehman submitted an order that
the Senate would commence the trial of
the Governor under the articles of im-

peachment preferred against him, on Mon-
day the 6th of February, and proceed with
all possible dispatch.

Mr. Robbins, of Rowan, offered a sub-

stitute that the Senate adhere to the order
heretofore adopted, that the trial proceed
on the 30fch instant.

Mr. Boyden, of counsel for respondent,
said that ho was disposed to get through
tho trial as fast as possible but thought it
absolutely necessary to have one week ad-

ditional to the time speoified by the order
now in force to prepare a proper defense.

Mr. Moore hoped the Senate would agree
to the order (to postpone) as asked to do
by the counsel for respondent. He knew
that the feeling prevailed in the Senate to
give to the respondent every reasonable
opportunity to defend himself against the
charges against him.
